All theſe Steps of the Court of-Rome are look- 
ed upon as an indirect Condemnation of the diffe- 
rent Explanations of the Conſtitution which the 
Biſhops of France have hitherto publiſhed.

People go yet turther, and make uſe of the 
Condemnation of the 10, 12, and 13 Propo- 
ſitions, to attack the Doctrine of the Omni- 
potence of the Will of God upon the Heart 
of Man, which no Human Will reſiſts or can 
reſiſt, tho' it can alway reſiſt the Operation of 
the ſtrongeſt and moſt powerful Grace. This 
Doctrine often expreſſed in the Holy Scrip- 
tures, confirmed by the uninterrupted Tradition
